Your phone bill would never stand ill 
His press would be very basic, friendly and funny. All in all, I think 
everyone would like playing with Porky, a good sport and an all-around 
nice guy. 

Tasjpanian DgyjJ : A real dot grabber. His play would be characterized by a 
not -at -all subtle approach. His letters would be full of suggestions on ways 
you could help him, but only minimal offers of his help in return. He 
would stab you for one dot in a minute. His press would be very 
aggressive, as would his whole style of play. To work with him you would 
need to constantly remind him of how it would be in his best interest to 
not stab you. Watch your dots with him around. 
Foehorn Leghorn . What a communicator! You can expect lots of 
long-winded letters from this one. His style of writing would be very 
condescending, as he thinks he is just so much smarter than everyone else. 
Sometimes he would be smarter, but sometimes not. Don't ever call him, as 
your phone bill would definitely not stand it. Would write volumes of very 
humorous press. Probably would be a decent player and lots of fun as long 
as he didn't get too long-winded. 

I confined myself to Warner characters this time. Next time I will 
tackle another set of cartoons. 1 also avoided comparing cartoon characters 
to real dip people (such as Elmer Fudd & Woody or Porky Pig & Bob Olsen). 
If anyone else is interested in such a project, I would most certainly 
welcome it. Now on to the next page.

Combat 
is based on the following principle: each unit has a rating - multiply 
the combined ratings by the amount of money you're willing to put into 
the battle. (Another rules flaw; a combat winner loses very little, 
besides money ; the loser loses everything* )
